 On July 11, 2019, pro se plaintiff Kandance Wells filed this complaint alleging 

privacy violations by defendant through the tracking functions of its website.1  On July 12, 

2019, the court granted plaintiff’s motion to proceed in forma pauperis and directed 

plaintiff to provide defendant’s address by July 29, 2019, so that the clerk of the court may 

proceed with service of process.2
